The Library 

The Cleveland Museum of Art library is one of the three most important 
art museum libraries in this country, with those of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, New York, and the Art Institute of Chicago. Its holdings include 
120,000 books and more than 400,000 slides and photographs. 

Accessible from the main lobby of the Museum, the library is used by 
Museum staff and members as well as by the faculty and graduate students of 
neighboring universities, visiting scholars and curators, and more than 6,000 
others in an average year. On the main floor are the service areas of all 
library units: books, slides, photographs, and the computer catalogue facility. 
Reading and reference rooms are close to the slide library for immediate access 
to research materials, while nearby library offices enable the staff to serve 
library users efficiently. The lower level, with stacks for 225,000 volumes, 
nearly triples the library’s book storage capacity. Head librarian is Jack 
Perry Brown. 

Since its founding, the Museum has devoted substantial resources to the 
library as a central element in the Museum’s responsibility to acquire, study, 
publish, and exhibit works of art. The new library, named the Ingalls Library 
in recognition of the generous gifts of the Ingalls family, commemorates and 
honors two members of the family, Jane Taft Ingalls and Louise Harkness Ingalls 
who served the Museum as trustees .
